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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Doi (U.S. 
Pat. No. 6650471). Doi teaches the salient features of the claimed invention. It even discusses 
hardness and elasticity. It does not explicitly recite a hardness in N-mm 2 or the specific elastic 
work ratio. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use a resin comprising a hardness of 31-42 N/mm2 and elasticity of 1600- 
2500Mpa, for the purpose of utilizing readily available materials. The applicant should note that 
it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on 
the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 
125 USPQ 416. The applicant should also note it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use a resin comprising a hardness of 3 1-42 
N/mm2 and elasticity of 1 600-25 OOMp for the purpose of utilizing an optimum range. The 
applicant should note that it has been held that where the general working conditions of a claim 
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are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine 
skill in the art. In re Alter, 105 USPQ 233.
